Nuw Yorg, Jan. 6.— A Washiogton speclal says
private advices trom the City of Mexico conecar
in representicg the coundition of affulrs In the
republic a8 most discouraging, The Muximi-
Han invasion secws lo have resulted in o poli-
tical chnos thatl leaves very little hope for the
future of the country. There iIs no respect for
Inw, aud the civil aathorities sre both corrupt
and powerless, The national exchequer s
bankrapt, und the administrabion ol Juarez is
impotent to correct abuses, From =all parts of
the interlor the necounts show that there is uo
safety for life and property. The Impression
was griniog ground among certaln clusses that
the only hope for Mexico 14 to be found in the
United Btates; and a proteciorate, with a views
to fulure annexation, was spoken of with in-
crensing favor. It was belleved that Gencoral
Grant would inpugurate a poiiey of this kind on
bis elevation to power,

The London Sa wrday Review, in a eritical
pnotice of Alessudre Dumas’ *‘Soavenirs Urama-
tigues,” recently published in Parls, gives the
followlug interceting information about thg,
manner iu which Domas' principal dramas wer:
originally prodoced:—

The payer entitled “*Mon Odysce a la Comedic
Francaise,"” comprising the carecr of M, Damas
while working for that theatre, which represents
the legitimate orama of France, 8 poerbaps the
most intereshing snd instructive of all, being a
musterpicce ot gossip, written in 80 true a
spirit ol comedy thut we have o right to sus-
peet that the conversations which are occnsion-
ully recorded bhave been touched up by the hand
of the Cdysseus, The first work which
brought the prolific author into communi-
ontion with the Theatre Fraoncals was a
tragedy, Christine a Fontainebleaw, the
plot of wheh relales to the murder of the
Quecn of Sweden'’s secretary, Moualdeschy, by
tue hsnd ot his royal mistress.  No one had
previously dared to bring a miseruble polirovn
{ ache) upon the sinze a8 o tragic hon, and M.
Dumas congratulated himselt on s bold in-
vention when be exhibited Monaldeschi as a
type of what e despicabie in man, The actors
id not seem particalurly to admire the perlect
scoundrel, snd one of them, M, Laton, was of
opinion that the play would be grestly im-
proved if rome graml gewlleman  were antro-
duced who fo exalted langpage would explain
10 the Queen the impropriety ol lhier couduct,
such u part M. Lalon coveted for himself, being
the habitug) actor ol what were called **Cheva.
liers Franeals” - thut 12 1o say, of those Lower-
ing deolmimers of the old classical school, who

were mnot necessardy French, but were
suppoecd  to  represent the  beauw deal
ol French enivalry, which might even be hid

ihe project, but the sugeestion of M, Bourgeols
bad cnused M, Dumae Lo study the history of
lwperinl Rome, and he was so wonderfully
thhen with the record of the wicked emperor
that he determived to write a play in which the
horee consul should be left out, He had oeen
imvited by the Dake of Orleans to stay with him
at Cow peigoe, and wished to refuse the luvita-
tion on the score of the necessity which he
felt 1o complete his grest work, His excuses
were not accep'ed, but he was allowed to reside

deu; vevertheless the Minlster caloulate |, not
withont reasoy, on the amowr propre ot the
anthor, and, sitll wglog him to retora to the
Theatre Pravcaie, almost reqacstel him to
unme Lis ovn terms, The p:oluction of the
l-used Antony, and the enggement of Madame
Purval, who bad plajea o it at the Porte Saint-
Martin, wete the conditions ol (he obdurate man
of genius, who wus perfectly awnre that the
second etiplﬂﬂ!h\l‘l would be most offensive to
Mad'lle Mare, and that he was therefore sowing
new teeds of discord, The conditions were
aceented, the play was again put into rehearsal;
the morulug arrived when its prodaction was
anrouvced fo the bills ng the evint ol the even-
img. but st two o'clock In the afternoon n briel
prohibitton signed by M. Thiers pot s sudden
stop  to  proceedings, Twenty  deputies, it
appenrs, had walted oo the Mipister, and Yiad
declared that, if Anfony were played at the
Thentre Francaie, they would refuse to vote for
the eubvention to that esteblishment. M,
Thiers had yielded to the pressure, bui M.
Duonus rose to the occasion, and brought su
petlion against the Minister himself, who was
condemned by the Tribunal of Commerce (o
puy 10,000 fraves damages, for which he was
mdemulitied by the Theatre Francais,

This Nitle affair having been thus comfortably
urraneed, M. Dumas was again in (nendly
relutioce with the magnates of the Rue de
Richelien, aud Caligula was scoepted on terms
highly ndvantageous to the author. Bot at the
Iheatre Francals the abserce of all diffically
where M, Dumas was concerned seems to huve
been in impossibility,. He had given up the
rorse-consul, but bhe still required horses to
araw the Emperor's car, and the introdaction ol
four-footed perlormerson the stage of the classlc
drun a wus resisted as o frightful lunovation,
M. Dumas was not the man to absndon his
rurpo: e without a stroggle, and he delleately
remcinded the maoager, M, Vadel, that wheo he
went to law with the Theatre Frapcais he was
ra her & fortunate plaintiff. Referred to the
Committee, the matter was compromised by the
substitution of young women for hories, sud the
author wrote a **Chunt des Heures" to be sung
by the ladies who drew the car of the luxurious
Emperor, A mouse was the off spring of so
mary moun'nins in labor, The tragedy
achieved & dull success equivalent to failure,

The story ol the finh play, Mademoiselle de
Bellte Iele, of which so muny Epghsh versions
have been produced on the Londen stage, puts
M. Dumas in a very favorable light a8 a man
of smcere houvor and singulurly tenaclous
memory. One day M. Brunswick, another dra-
muiist, ealled upon bim with & veuadeville in
two acte, which bad just been pejected by the
Porte Saint Martin, but the leading idea of
which might, In his opinion, be turned to
rome account, M, Dumas read the piece, and
wis of Lthe same opinion as M. Brunswick, but
rejected his proposition to discuss the supiject
immedistely, y reminding him of the
peculiarity  of his own geuiue, When
un  ldea  pleates M. Dumas  he does
not ke to divalge It at onece, but
he Jocks 1t up o Lis  interosl cou-
sclonetiess, allowing it to germinate tu its head
till by strikivg at the vault of the brain (a la
vouwie du coreeaw) It indicntes its desire for rece-
dim.  He could only promire to redect on the
subject proposed by M, Bronswick, apd, on the
praduction of the work, whenever that might
he, Lo concede te him a third of the prodts as
the price of his iden. Alier a lapse of three
yents M, Bronswick reappearcd to learn how
lar germinntion had proceeded, and the report

he received coovinced Dbim  that If M.
Dumas  would only put his shooller to
the ‘wheel tbhe  reguired lece would be
rendy in_ a fortmight, fut  tue  idlo-

syncrasy of M. Dumas was not to be tampered
with, He aid not work, us he explaived, after
the lnshion suggested by M. Brunswick; in fact,
be did not make his pieces at all, but his pieces
made thenselves within him, As well ask a
pesch tree how It bears and ma'ures peaches as
ask M. Dumas how he wriles his own plays.
Two more years elupsed, and M. Bruvswick,
tired of waltiog for the maturity of the precious
germ, #0!d his contingent third tor 300 {ranecs to
one¢ M. Charhieu, who geverously informed M.
Dumas that he expected no more than the
re'mbursement of the porchiase money and two
ndnigsions 1o the theatre on the Arst nieht of
performupce.  But M. Dumas was pot to be
on:done in generoaity. He presented M, Clinrlieu
with & mote which oe wag not 1o open till the
morsing following the firel representation of
the expocted play, nud which was nelther more
noer lees thau & drait upon bis aeent for 3000
iTance—1en tines the amouut of the purchuse
woney. Inaforinight the process of germina-
ton was completed, nnd the play was flnished
—iu the head of M. Dumas, who felt himself
justificd o callivg upon the Commiltee of the
Theatre Francais, and astonishing them with
the information that he was prepared to read to
them oun the fellowing sSaturday a comedy of
which he hwd not as yet written & word, As
they n"m.-ntlf suepected that he was promising
w0 fmpossibility, e offered to read his work on
the spot, without any manoscript at ali; and
hig offer belug accepted, he proved as good as
hie word, for, tmruing s oack to the fireplace,
he recited Mademotseie de DBeile Is ¢ Irom

beginving Lo end, amid repented
rounds  of  applause, His old adver.
enry, Mad'le ars, wis on his side

when preparations were made tor the produocs
von of thig piece. He had charmed her by
inristing that she should play *‘Gabrielle,” while
others recommended that the part of “Madume
de Prie” shonld be awarded to her, a3 more
suituble to her age.
